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Central America trip poses delicate issues for pope 


Ninety percent of region is Catholic, but 
Church is challenged by right and left

When Pope John Paul II visits Central 
America and the Caribbean in two more 
weeks he will be stepping into turbulent 
political waters. Several of the countries 
are torn by domestic violence and 
controversies involving the Catholic 
Church, testing the ability of the pope to 
be an influence for peace in a region 
where 90 percent of the 26.7 million 
people are Roman Catholic. 


The trip (March 2-9) will take the pope 
to the Central American countries of 
Costa Rica, El Salvador, Nicaragua, 
Panama, Honduras, Guatemala and 
Belize. It also will include a stop in the 
Caribbean country of Haiti. 


FOUR OF the eight countries are in 


the throes of major political violence. El 


Salvador is in the fourth year of a civil 
war which has claimed more than 32,000 
lives. The military government of 
Guatemala and the Marxist-influenced 
Nicaraguan. government are fighting 


| guerrilla movements.

number of married, former Episcopal 
clergymen who later became Catholics.

Mikulanis, assistant at St. Mary 
Magdalene parish; Father John Petuskey, 
a friend from Oklahoma; and Benedictine 
Father Denis Statham, who 20 years 
ago received the Ryland family into 
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neighboring violence. Tens of thousands 
of Salvadoran refugees have fled to 
Honduras and Church and human rights 
groups have said they have been subject 
to raids by Salvadoran troops. The 
Salvadoran government says that some 
camps are being used by guerrillas. Most 
of the guerrilla fighting in Nicaragua has 
been along the Honduran border and 
Nicaragua says the guerrillas are based in 
Honduras. 


In announcing his travel plans Pope 
John Paul said he hoped the trip to 
“‘countries so dear to my heart and, many 
of them, so tried’’ would be ‘‘enriched 
with abundant fruits.’ 


THE CENTRAL American Church 
already has been deeply involved in the 
political violence and in efforts to bring 
about the abundant fruits of peace the 
pope is working for. 


In El Salvador Archbishop Oscar 
Romero of San Salvador was murdered in 
March 1980 while celebrating Mass. The 
following December four U.S. female 
missionaries were killed. Five Salvadoran 
members of the National Guard are 
currently awaiting trial on murder 
charges in the case of the U.S. 
missionaries. : 

No serious investigation has been made 
regarding Archbishop Romero’s murder, 
as is the case in the overwhelming 
majority of Salvadoran noncombatants 
killed.

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Catholics in military ‘suspect’?

WASHINGTON (NC) — Catholics in 


the military ‘‘are becoming a suspect class 
who cannot be trusted to push the button, 
fire the weapon, pull the lanyard,” 
because of discussions about the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral on war and peace, an 
active duty Army officer charged. 


The officer, Col. Leroy Foreman, an 
appellate judge on the Court of Military 
Review, spoke during a question-and- 
answer session following a discussion of 
the pastoral at Holy Trinity Church in 
Washington’s Georgetown section. 


THE PRINCIPAL speakers that 
evening were Father Brian Hehir, 
director for international justice and 
peace of the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
and Michael Novak, resident scholar at 
the American Enterprise Institute. 


Because the bishops have taken a 
magisterial position in addressing the 
question in a pastoral letter, ‘‘Catholics in 
uniform, particularly in the lower ranks, 
do not see the letter as offering guidance, 
but-as a directive,’’ the colonel said. They 
do not see the letter as leaving them with a 


choice, he added.

Jobs vs. environment battle 
looms in S.E. San Diego parish

SAN DIEGO — Residents of 
Southeast San Diego filled St. Jude’s 
parish hall one evening last week to 
launch a campaign to save their 
neighborhood from a developer planning 
a major‘truck stop there. 


. Under the leadership of Father Jerry 
Sims, St. Jude’s pastor, the standing- 
room-only crowd voiced its concern about 
the environmental impact of the proposed 
25-acre facility, with its 18 gas lanes, 
restaurants, shops, 150-room motel, and 
1,000-truck-a-day traffic, on their 
community. 

FOR FATHER Sims, the truck stop is 
an immediate problem: it would be 
located just down the block from St. Jude 
Academy, the parish parochial school. 


Neighborhood residents were equally 
concerned about the noise, pollution and 
traffic _and what it would do to their 
environment. 


This would not be the first time the 
parish community has been victimized by 
outside development. A state proposal 
more than a decade ago to link Interstates 
5 and 805 resulted in the clearing and 
demolition of a 65-acre swath extending 
east from I-5. 

““They cut the heart out of this parish,’’ 
said Father Sims. ‘‘They took with them 
our best families.’’ 


THE PROPOSED highway was never 
built, and the land, known as the 252 
corridor, stands empty to this day. It is on

CHANGES — Pope John Paul II has 
accepted the resignation of Bishop Joseph 
McShea, 75, who headed the Diocese of 
Allentown, Pa., since its establishment in 
1961. The pope appointed Bishop Thomas J. 
Welsh, 61, of Arlington, Va., to succeed 
Bishop McShea. Further appointments 
include the naming of Auxiliary Bishop 
George A. Fulcher, 61, of Columbus, Ohio, to 
succeed Bishop Raymond Gallagher, 70, of 
Lafayette, Ind.; and Auxiliary Bishop James 
A. Griffin of Cleveland to succeed Bishop 
Edward A. Hermann, 69, of the Columbus 
diocese. 


‘SELFISH’ SEX — A commission of the 


Canadian Conference of Catholic Bishops 
called pornography a ‘‘selfish sexuality devoid 
of love’’ and said it supports those who protest 
the ‘‘escalation of distribution of pornographic 
materials and attitudes’’ in the country. In a 


message sent to the chairman of the Canadian 
Radio and Telecommunications Commission, 
the bishop’s commission called for a meeting 
of all pay-television operators to discuss 
voluntary standards regarding ‘‘adult’’ 
programs. 

‘INVASION’ — An official of Bethlehem 
University, a Vatican-sponsored institution, 
has protested an entry into the university 
building by Israeli soldiers who confiscated 
posters, papers, photographs, books and 
notebooks. The academic vice president of the 
school attacked ‘“‘this dark night-time 
invasion,’’ calling it an example of 
harassment. The incident occurred last 
January; in December Israeli authorities 
ordered five foreign lecturers at the university 
to stop teaching because of their refusal to 
pledge their opposition to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

NAM THE ‘WORST?’ — There continue 
to be violations of fundamental human rights 
in nations throughout the world including 
Vietnam, the Reagan administration said in 
its second annual human rights report to 
Congress. A 1,300-page country-by-country 
assessment of human freedoms and political 
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repression showed little change in the past year 
in rights protection in most countries. 
Vietnam ‘‘seemed to me the worst country to 
live in,’’ Elliot Abrams, assistant secretary of 
state for human rights and humanitarian 
affairs said. Human rights have worsened in 
the Soviet Union and Lebanon, he said. 
ARMS RACE — Christian leaders have 
urged Canadians to contact members. of 
Parliament to ‘‘express your conviction that 
the moral and ethical costs associated with 
complicity in the arms race are too high.’’ 
Leaders of the Catholic, United, Anglican 
(Episcopal), Presbyterian and Lutheran 
churches and the Canadian Council of 
Churches issued the statement Feb. 7 shortly 
before their government was to decide whether 
to allow testing of the U.S. cruise missile, 
which was to take place in northern Alberta, 
where the terrain resembles the Soviet Union. 
COURTS VS. CULTS — A New Jersey 
bill which would allow courts to appoint 
limited guardians for adult members of 
religious cults is facing opposition. Gerard 
Thiers, director for social concerns of the New 
Jersey Catholic Conference, said the bill is 
‘‘dangerous constitutionally’’ and that some of 
the criteria to be used to justify the 
guardianship ‘‘are just too ambiguous.’’ Some 
of those factors are blunted emotional 
response, dissociation, obsessional rumination 
and drastic weight loss. The guardianship 
would be for 45 days and would include a

Pastoral care workers affirm patients’ ‘hope’

HILLCREST — Hospital patients 
quickly learn that ‘‘when you’re down, 
there’s a God above,’’ says Mercy Sister 
M. Imelda Patterson, a~pastoral care 
worker at Mercy Hospital. She’s part of a 
13-member pastoral care team that serves 
the Catholic hospital. , 


Years of pastoral care work has left 
Mercy Sister Mary Ruth Carroll with the 
conviction that ‘‘very few have no faith.”’ 
She can count the faithless she has met on 
one hand, she said. 


THE PASTORAL care team was 
formed in 1980 by Mercy Sister Mary 
dePaul Oberti, who believes a Catholic 
hospital should ‘‘promote hope and 
prevent despair’’ and provide all the basic 
care given at any healing institution. 

‘“As long as there’s an ounce of hope 


we support them in that hope,”’ said Joan 
Krogmeier, a lay worker who works in 


the oncology (cancer) ward. 


The team of 11 full-time lay and 
Religious workers had to be approved by 
the National Catholic Chaplains Council 
(part of the National Council of Catholic 
Bishops). It was formed by Sister dePaul 
to combat the ‘increased 
depersonalization’’ she recognized in 
hospitals in general. They take some of 
the workload off of Paulist Father James 
Gollner and Benedictine Father Rudolph 
Siedling, who serve as chaplains. 


THE TEAM members had to study 
theology, psychology and communication 
skills including how to knock on a door 
and how to open it. They all served an 
internship after graduating from a 
training center. Mercy Hospital is a 
training center led by Sister dePaul. 

Each worker is assigned one floor. 


Another employee comes in on _ the 
weekend, and someone is always on call 


Dealing with feelings as a source of healing

LA MESA — In a pastoral letter to be 
read at all Masses this coming Sunday, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher has asked Catholics 
for their ‘‘prayers and understanding 
(for) the separated and divorced Catholics 
of our diocese.” 


Noting that Catholics separate 
themselves from the sacraments only 
through an attempted marriage outside 
the Church, and not simply by marital 
separation or civil divorce. alone, the 
bishop emphasized that divorced 
Catholics ‘‘remain full members of the 
Church’? and went on to commend the 
many diocesan services available to the 
divorced, including Catholic Community 
Services’ counseling and family life 
departments, the marriage tribunal, and 
a number of active support groups, 
including PATRONS. 


OCEANSIDE — St. Charles Priory 
has been raised to the status of an abbey, 
to coincide with the 25th anniversary of 
the monastery’s founding, Benedictine 
Father Claude Ehringer, the prior, 
announced. Now called Prince of Peace 
Abbey, the monastery will elect its first 
abbot on Feb. 23; Bishop Leo T. Maher 
will bless (install) the new abbot on 
March 24. The jurisdiction and dignity of 
an abbot are in some respects like that of a 
bishop, and he may in some ceremonies 
wear a miter and carry the crosier or staff. 


THE BISHOP will celebrate Mass 
Saturday afternoon, Feb. 26, at St. 
Martin Church here as part of an all-day 
seminar for the divorced and separated 
sponsored by PATRONS. Speakers will 
include Father Frank Penko of CCS, 
Father John Proctor of the diocesan 
tribunal (the annulment process), Dr. 
John W. Swanke (single parenting), and 
Christian Community Sister Mary 
Vincent Otto, who will speak on 
““‘feelings.”’ 


Sister Mary Vincent has been director 
of family life ministry at St. Martin for 
more than a year, notes Father Donal C. 
Sheahan, the pastor. Much of her time is 
quietly given over to counseling people, 
helping them get in touch with themselves 
by dealing with their feelings, feelings 
most people try to suppress. 

Her own life experience — a long- 
running battle with severe mental 
depression which required 
hospitalization, as well as the loss of one 
eye and the psychological trauma 
associated with it, have convinced her of 
the validity of first expressing and then 
dealing with one’s feelings as a source of 
healing. 


‘““MY OWN suffering has enabled me 
to be a caring person,”’ said Sister Mary 
Vincent of her work in counseling. ‘‘I put 
so much emphasis on feeling what you 
have to feel. People have to work out their

diocesan coordinator of the group, said. 
They were founded under the auspices of 
the Diocesan Council of Catholic 
Women. 


Msgr. Sean Murray, pastor of St. 
Therese parish, offered the opening 
prayer. In attendance were local 
Apostolate members and four 
representatives from San Pedro. 


Other clergy present included Father 
Jeremiah O’Sullivan, director of the 


group and pastor of Holy Family Church; 


and Jesuit Father Jaime Rasura, assistant 
director, Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church.

during the evening. 


Pastoral workers are ‘‘people who visit 
everybody in the hospital, no matter what 
their religion,’’ Suzanne Quirk, pastoral 
care secretary said. ‘“They really go in as 
friends and talk. They talk about religion 
if the person brings it up,”’ she said, but 
they never proselytize and always respect 
other faiths. 


If the question arises, team members 
can direct friends and families of the 
patients to Our Lady’s Chapel on the 
hospital grounds, where daily Mass is 
offered. Mercy Hospital also has a small 
meditation room on its first floor. 


THE WORK often boils down to 
“worrying with the patients,’’ Sister 
dePaul said. ‘‘We don’t tell them 
everything will be all right if it won’t. We 
don’t have any magic, but we can love 
people for who they are.’’ 


Night calls often signal a death or crisis 
situation. In those situations, the worker 
is there ‘‘for the support of the family 
most of the time,’’ Mercy Sister Mary 
LaSalette said. If the pastoral care worker 
doesn’t know the family, it is difficult to 
be ‘‘immediate,’’ Kateri Harnetiaux, a 
lay worker said. 


If it’s a large family and ‘“‘if they are 
fragmented (into) different physical and 
emotional spaces,’’ the chaplain ‘‘just 
kind of gravitates,’’ Ms. Krogmeier said. 


DEATHS IN the intensive care and 
emergency unit are the toughest for Ms. 
Krogmeier to deal with because the 
families are ‘‘less prepared’’ for death 
and ‘‘you don’t tend to know them.”’ In 
her daily work with cancer patients, the 


families often are already used to the idea 
of death. 


For Society of the Holy Child of Jesus 
Sister Peter Damian Costello, the most 
difficult aspect of her job is relating to the 
parents of children who have died. 
Another worker cited suicides and 


murders as trying situations to be called 


in on. 
Pastoral workers are also available to 
the staff. For instance, hospital employees 
sometimes need to talk about things like 
the death of a young patient or stillborn

Call to heroism 


In the beginning days, it was said of Jesus and His 
followers that they would be signs to be contradicted. 


Earlier this month, Pope John Paul II elevated a 
group of prelates to the rank of cardinal. 


Many of the newly-named cardinals bear witness to 
the above prophecy. They are signs of contradiction 
— contradiction to racism; contradiction to 
totalitarianism; contradiction to the exploitation of 
the poor. 


In this, the Church has not changed. 


When John Fisher was named cardinal, England’s 
King Henry remarked, ‘‘I’ll give a red head to match 
the hat,’’ and sent Fisher to the scaffold. 


His contemporary, Reginald de La Pole, was 
named cardinal and had to live in exile from his native 
England.

Too little do we regard it as a call to heroism. 


Too infrequently do we realize that the call to be a 
sign to be contradicted is a call to all followers of 
Christ, and that these new cardinals stand as a 
reminder to each of us.

‘Performed’? 


In a front page article on Dr. Bernard 
Nathanson (SC, Feb. 3) a reporter wrote: 
‘“*A doctor who performed 75,000 
abortions before he decided he was part‘of 
a ‘surgical holocaust’ was guest speaker at 
the 11th annual Pro-Life League dinner 
on January 28 at the Atlantis 
Restaurant.”’ 


If a doctor performed ten abortions 
each day for 365 days each year for 
twenty years, he would still not reach a 
total of 75,000 abortions. Dr. Bernard 
Nathanson did not perform 75,000 
abortions.

He 
continues to expose the work of pro- 
abortion groups and instructs the 
populace on the new science of fetology. 


But let me take this opportunity to 
thank you for covering Dr. Nathanson’s 
visit to San Diego. He stated that 90 per 
cent of the news media was pro-abortion. 
Thank God for the other 10 per cent and 
for the Southern Cross.

‘The key that unlocks many doors’ 


Lent is a time designated by the Church for us to transform our inner 
lives. It is an invitation to use the means by which we can become fully 
human and Christian, less ego-centered and more centered in the divine 
will. Lent disposes us to be open to the presence of God within us so that 
our Christian attitudes of social justice, peace and mercy may flow over 
in daily acts of compatible and compassionate love and service. 

Lent, through prayer, almsgiving, fasting, allows us to become 
conscious and aware of obstacles that block the flow of grace in our being 
and of conditions that facilitate its release so our hearts and lives may 
become more and more Christ-like. - 

Lent, then, could be the key that unlocks many doors where we can 
explore new avenues of inner liberation. Thus we are encouraged and 
become what we are supposed to be. We find a solid foundation on 
which to build our life of faith. It allows ways of giving to God. It 
challenges us to grow. Just as we must eat and drink day by day to live, 
so we must go on seeking goodness and truth until we die. There is in us 
an innate desire to see and do what is right. It is this desire that leads us 
to give each person his or her due, to respect human rights and dignity, 
to resist whatever lowers our chances to live a good life. 

Lent is a time to transform the heart. If the heart is transformed, 
actions reflecting inner holiness will follow. If someone’s heart remains 
hardened and convinced of its own self-improved righteousness, he will 
be stunted in his spiritual growth. Because such a person is so full of 
himself, there is no room left in him for God to fill. But there is hope 
since Lent focuses our attention on divine generosity, on the mercy and 
forgiveness of God, on his promise to make us holy. Our formation 
comes as our hearts abide with God, so our interior holiness grows. The 
fire of his love purges us of pride and inspires us to choose what He 
would do in our relations with others. Lent should prepare us to depend 
on God, seeking with his grace to live purer, holier, more effective lives 
despite our daily difficulties. 

One can readily see that Lent is meant to strengthen us 
immeasurably. It is meant to purify us of deformative tendencies of the 
pride form that obscure the Christ-likeness to which we are called. This 
mystery of formative suffering prepares us for whatever mission God has 
in mind. 

We all have the mission to be forgiving, to be compassionate. Without 
forgiveness, the weeds of resentment grow swiftly, choking off the tender 
shoots of mercy. God sends us into the world to be compassionate with 
others in their broken condition, to serve them. Compassion is to free 
them from fear, to foster the capacity to love. This is what Jesus did for 
us, and it is what we are to do for one another. 

Lent thus becomes for us an opportunity to behold others’ needs and 
in serving them, we remove from ourselves a self-centered love and 
move on in our development to a truly self-donating love in whatever 
situation God places us. Such love is eternally fresh.

‘A strange recipe’ 


In assisting young men and women discern whether the Lord’s call for 
them is to single life, married life, Religious life or priesthood, frequently 
one hears the statement, ‘‘I wonder if I would be happy in that particular 
lifestyle!’’ Young people have been plunged into a series of new 
insecurities and uncertainties. This may be partially the result of the 
great variety of ways in which people describe what ‘‘happiness is.’’ This 
diversity reflects the whole Church’s searching for what is her best 
interests. She knows she must do the will of the Lord, but for some years 
now, she has been experiencing much soul-searching as to what that will 
entails. 


The beatitudes are the most challenging recipe for true happiness that 
have ever been preached. And a strange recipe they are, especially in the 
hard realism of Luke’s version, which seems to focus on the people who 
are really poor, really hungry, really weeping, really hated and reviled. 
To balance the picture, the thrust of the Gospel message is that true 
happiness will only come at end-time. From the beginning, the Church 
saw that it is in the final flowering of the beatitudes that a person’s real 
destiny consists — in the vision that beatifies, in the seeing of God that 
brings true happiness. 


But are the beatitudes talking about the same reality as the happiness 
about which so many young men and women are preoccupied today? 
One might wonder about the wisdom of the change from ‘‘blessed’’ to 
“‘happy’’ in some contemporary translations of the beatitudes. In an age 
of the enthronement of feelings, is this a concession to the shift of 
emphasis from the will of God to the subjective dispositions which make 
a person feel happy? A shift, one might say, from how God looks on 
something to how I feel about it. 


The happiness that comes from God is the by-product of a way of life, 
a fruit of the Spirit. It is less concerned with what makes a person feel 
good than it is with the creative action of God on a person who is open to 
this action.

No strings attached 


One of the most difficult things for us to do is to put our 
anxieties into the hands of the Lord and leave them there. All 
of us have deluded ourselves at some time that we have 
abandoned our cares to God — and many of us delude 
ourselves a great deal of the time. 


It is one thing to earnestly wish to place ‘“‘it all’’ in His 
hands and quite another to walk away with our own hands 
actually empty. There are, it seems to me, two reasons 
why we have this difficulty. To begin with we are often 
addicted to anxiety. Like its twin, fear, anxiety can 


_ become a habitual reaction to almost any kind of stress. 


We tell ourselves that we depend on God to take care of 
things for us — particularly those about which we can do 
nothing — but yet our anxiety will not release us and we 
go on fretting and wasting the nights and our fingernails. 


THE OTHER problem is a basic lack of trust in God’s 
ability to handle affairs — or at Ieast to handle them to 
our satisfaction. A doubt that He really hears or cares! 
Even people who would be shocked at the implication that 
their trust is less than implicit, act as though they have 
reservations about Him. Often, because we don’t 
understand the whys and wherefores, we cannot help but 
suspect that in some of the events of our lives, God does 
not really have control of the situation. 


I doubt there is anyone who, having committed himself 
or herself to acceptance and obedience in times of trial, 
has not cast at least a reproachful or apprehensive glance

The New Republic has a feature article, ‘‘The 
Andropov Hoax,’’ concerning media attempts to 
demonstrate how Yuri Andropov, leader of Russia, is 
really a lovable, warm human being.

We excerpt from some of the more pertinent documents 
written in Nero’s time, found in the ruins there. 


THE FIRST appears to be a letter to Peter, bishop of 
Rome, from Michael Novus, a frequent contributor to a 
Roman journal, Recognitio Nationalis (National Scrutiny?). 
Michael writes, ‘‘Why are our Christians in Rome so 
unhappy with the good works of our government? The 
emperor, in setting the recent fires in Rome, is trying to 


*raise property values. He does this sad work only because 


he wants to build new apartments for the poor. It is most

heavenwards, or even muttered ‘‘I hope you know what 
you are doing, Lord.’’ Times of suffering and death, not 
necessarily our own, seem to intensify the problem. 
Because what is happening is not what we would prefer — 
because in our subjective view there is no sense to it, we 
cannot believe it is part of God’s plan or that He will, as 
always, bring all things to good. 


It takes a lot of experience of His compassion and 
goodness and of His infinite ability to straighten paths 
and bring good from what seems to be evil, before we can 
find the confidence to completely abdicate our worries 
and troubles to Him and allow them to stay with Him. 
However, unless we can find the courage to do it the first 
time such confidence will be a long time coming. 


- AN ANIMATED discussion followed a small prayer 
meeting in our parish when one woman confided that she 
only stated her petitions once and did not repeat the plea.

unpatriotic for Christians not to recognize the great 
charity of our beloved ruler.

There were also some clippings from current journals. 
The editor of a Latin magazine, Errans (translated ‘‘One 
who wanders’’), challenged Christian criticism of Nero 
for playing the fiddle while Rome burned. ‘‘These critical 
Christians,’ said the journalist, ‘‘know nothing about 
music. They are not aware of the great heights of sacred 
inspiration to which our beloved Emperor rose, when he, 
fanned by real flames to the fires of creativity, composed 
searing music. Christian leaders who criticize our ruler 
should better spend time learning why their people are 
not attending the Eucharist, saying their psalms, and 
refusing to accept the norms of the First Council of 
Jerusalem. By way of apology, Peter should ask Nero to 
compose background music for the next liturgy.”’ 


To be fair, the Roman excavation revealed comments 
from enthusiasts on the other side.

Trust can become as much a habit as anxiety or doubt. 
Even when the response to prayer seems obscure and in 
all honesty we cannot perceive any positive change, we 
need to accept the fact that our perceptions are limited 
and continue to believe that God’s are not. When, despite 
our prayers, things happen which seem unfair, tragic and 
wasteful of human life, it is good to remember that our 


' thoughts and expectations are not God’s and His ways are 


not our ways. 


People who have endured appalling Icss and suffering 
in faith will always testify that the tragedies of their lives 
have been springs of blessings that have brought them to 
unexpected peace of mind and awareness of God’s always 
tender working towards good.

SO WHY NOT try to leave things in His hands with no 
strings attached? A friend recently shared her way of 
achieving this, saying ‘‘I tell God what I think should 
happen, what I would like to see and then I admit that is 
my idea, but I don’t know what He has in mind and 
promise to accept whatever He does have in mind even if 
it does not agree with my idea. Then I know that I can be 
sure that whatever is best all round will come about — 
maybe not right away, but eventually.’’ She grinned. 
‘*Then I wait — doggedly!”’ 


under torture in the arena. The researcher felt it would 
indicate differences in attitudes by believers when faced 
by lions instead of gladiators. Only when Christians had 
the hard, statistical evidence, the priest felt, could they 
convince Nero to alter some of his policies. 


ANOTHER VIEWPOINT was expressed by a group 
calling itself ‘“Revolution for the Gospel.’’ They urged 
Peter and Church leaders to call into question the 
legitimate right of Nero to rule. The group leader wanted 
open revolution, as he wrote: ‘‘If Jesus were alive today, 
He would lead the protest to depose the Emperor, even by 
violence.”’ 


Of course such documents do not exist. But reflection 
on Church history can teach us that the hardest task we 
Christians face is the injunction that comes from the 
Fathers of the Church: ‘‘Hate the sin; love the sinner.’ If 
it is difficult to embrace ‘‘troublemakers,’’ how much 
harder to love Andropov, Jaruzelski and their ilk. But we 
are called by the Gospel to remove hatred for others, and 
still challenge their deeds. 


Capital punishment — III 


In November of 1980, the U.S. bishops issued their 
Statement on Capital Punishment, a position which strongly 
upholds the sanctity of all human life, while recognizing 
the need to protect human life and societal order so that 
true-justice will be achieved. 


The Statement of the Bishops indicates on the first or 
general level that all human life must be respected. When 
punishment is enacted, then, it must be taken for granted 
that some good will be attained and some evil will be 
warded off. 


THE STATEMENT then evaluates the major reasons 
normally stated to favor capital punishment. The bishops 
indicate that reform or rehabilitation of a criminal cannot 
serve as a justification for capital punishment since the 
death penalty deprives the criminal of the opportunity to 
develop a new way of life. 


In addition, the Statement teaches that there is not 
enough conclusive evidence to prove that capital 
punishment actually prevents others from committing 
crimes. One the contrary, there are strong reasons to 
doubt that many crimes of violerice are undertaken in a 
spirit of rational calculation. 


Of central and abiding importance to society, the 
Bishops maintain, is the protection of its members from 


violence. Capital punishment does not in itself assure this 
protection. 


THE BISHOPS teach that it is morally unsatisfactory 
and socially destructive for criminals to go unpunished; 
but the forms and limits of punishment must go beyond 
the mere inflicting of injury on the guilty. 


Satisfaction for certain vindictive desires cannot be an 
objective of a humane and Christian approach to 
punishment. 


The Statement has thus outlined (a) the general norm 
that all life must be respected, and (b) the middle dictate 
that the guilty should be punished: for the purposes of 
correction, the reform of the criminal and for the good of 
society. 


FINALLY, THE Statement reaches the concrete social 
teaching that the death penalty should be abolished since 
it does not promote values helpful to us as citizens and as 
Christians. 


The major reasons for this conclusion are these: (1) We 
need not take life for life and we must find ways of dealing 
with criminals that manifest intelligence and compassion 
rather than power and vengeance; 


(2)The unique worth and dignity of each person must 


be upheld and especially affirmed with regard to those 
who have failed or whose lives have been distorted; 


(3) GOD IS the Lord of life and thus should we 
eliminate the judicial authorization to take human life; 
and 


(4) Jesus taught and practiced forgiveness of injustice: 
e.g., Mark 10:45. 


In summary, there is no simple solution to the 
problems of crime and violence. Important changes are 
necessary in order to make correctional institutions more 
conducive to the reform and rehabilitation of criminals. 
The glamorizing of violence in entertainment must be 
opposed. 


THIS SERIES on capital punishment thus concludes 
by asserting that (a) there should be punishment for crime 
that fits both the crime and the criminal; and (b) capital 
punishment should be abolished because of the holiness of 
all human life. 


Vengeance ‘is morally inadmissible on Christian 


grounds. And the death penalty reduces our shared 
dignity as human persons and violates our professed 
respect for human life.

DALLAS (NC) — A Catholic filmmaker from Dallas is 
working to be the first to document the unfolding story of 
an outpouring of faith in Yugoslavia. 


The events covered are the purported daily apparitions 
of Mary to some Yugoslav children since June 25, 1981. 
The Catholic Church has taken the same stance with these 
visions that it takes- with the average 200 reported 
apparitions under investigation at any one time — one of 
caution and ‘‘wait and see.”’ 


BUT WHAT CAN be seen and recorded at 
Medjugorje, Yugoslavia, is the expression of faith of the 
people. ; 

Bob Cavnar, leader of the Dallas Catholic Charismatic 
Community of God’s Delight, was invited to St. James 
Parish in Medjugorje to witness the phenomenon and 
consider having the St. Francis Association for Catholic 
Evangelism, a branch of the Dallas charismatic 
community, produce a television documentary. 


He made the trip and was ‘‘overwhelmed’’ by the 
happenings in Medjugorje. Enthusiastic about doing the 
film, he returned to the United States, prayed about it 
and in January went back to Yugoslavia. He was 
accompanied by director David Carver; engineer Tom 


Matasso; Father John Bertolucci, a teacher and 
evangelist; and Jim Biegel, a University of Steubenville, 
Ohio, student. 

ACCORDING TO Cavnar, who is executive producer 
of the film, they are the first film crew to be allowed by the 
parish to come in and record events. 


The crew found people from surrounding areas walking 


many miles to church on Sundays, as gas for automobiles 
is scarce. From 2,500 to 5,000 attend each Sunday Mass 
at St. James, although the church only seats 1,500. Daily 
Massgoers are numerous as well. And these are usually 
not tourists, as there are no accommodations or facilities 
for visitors in the remote rural area, which is surrounded 
on three sides by mountains. 


On an average Sunday 35 to 50 priests are needed to 
hear confessions between .the morning and evening 
Masses. 

‘“‘THIS IS AN unfolding story and as all material is 
reviewed by theologians and Church authorities, it will be 
released to the public,’ said Cavnar. “‘The priests 
involved are very sensitive to not overdramatize or permit 
(this) to become a three-ring circus.”’

Says nuke freeze is Moscow’s idea

LOS ANGELES (NC) — Eleanor Schlafly, executive 
director of the Cardinal Mindszenty Foundation, 
criticized the U.S. bishops’ proposed pastoral on war and 
peace for containing many of the same ideas as the 
nuclear freeze movement, which she said originated in 
Moscow. 


Speaking Feb. 5 before an audience of 250 people 
attending a Mindszenty Foundation conference in Los 
Angeles, Miss Schlafly also said that examples of 
‘‘Communist or pro-Communist propaganda’’ were to 
be found in ‘‘the powerful nuclear freeze movement’’ and 
in certain stories in the Catholic press. 


MISS SCHLAFLY, who is the sister-in-law of anti- 
ERA campaigner Phyllis Schlafly, clarified the parallel 
she drew between the bishops’ pastoral and the nuclear 
freeze movement, saying, “I’m not equating the 
document on war and peace with Communist 
propaganda. It is a coincidence that they came out at the 
same time.”’ 


Asserting that she was “‘not saying that anyone who 


participates in the nuclear freeze campaign is a 
Communist or pro-Communist,’’ Miss Schlafly said, 
‘‘T’m talking about those who are manipulating the 
nuclear freeze campaign. It originated in Moscow. It 
surfaced about 1979, and its tentacles and influence have 
been felt all over the world — (the) free world, not behind 
the Iron Curtain.” 

‘*Obviously we all want peace,’’ she added. “‘But the 
growing propaganda is peace at any price.”’ 

SHE SAID she felt that this ‘‘propaganda’’ had 
influenced the pastoral on war and peace. “‘I don’t think 
it is a coincidence that many of the same lines in the 
document follow in many ways the nuclear freeze 
campaign. They have many of the same ideas.”’ 

‘Explaining further her objections to the two drafts of 
the proposed pastoral which have appeared so far, Miss 
Schlafly said, ‘‘I was utterly shocked that the U.S. 
bishops came out with a statement on peace, and there 
was not one mention of the mother of God, the Blessed 
Mother. There was not one 1.1ention of the rosary. And 
there was not one mention of the Blessed Mother’s 
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appearance in the tiny village in Fatima, Portugal, where 
she said that we will have peace if we pray, sacrifice and 
do penance.”’ 


Miss Schlafly turned to the moral aspects of the military 
issues involved in asking, ‘‘Why should the United States 
be frozen into a permanent position of inferiority in 
defending not only our own people but the freedom of the 
rest of the world from the greatest tyrannical force in 
history?”’ , 


AFTER RECITING a brief biography of Yuri 
Andropov, leader of the Soviet Union and _ the 
Communist Party, she told her audience, ““You can 
consider Andropov a ruthless enemy of all that you 
value...This is the man whom the U.S. Catholic bishops 
would have us negotiate with.”’ 

She then cited ‘‘a couple of examples of what I consider 
Communist or pro-Communist propaganda.”’ 

Her examples were from two issues of Our Sunday 
Visitor from 1982 which contained articles which, she 
said, ‘‘extolled’’ the Nicaraguan government and the 
revolutionary Sandinista leadership in that country. 


The anti-Communist position of the St. Louis-based 
Mindszenty Foundation, said Miss Schlafly, is based on 
the 1937 encyclical of Pope Pius XI on atheistic 
communism, Divini Redemptoris.

‘‘SHE’S A messenger of God. The message of God to 
the world is repentance and reconciliation and prayer.”’

‘‘We were simply forced by doctrinal 
and moral confusion in non-Catholic 
traditions to examine the Catholic 
tradition, despite all the deep prejudices 
with which we had been filled as 
Protestants and which had been 
strengthened in my years of studies at 
Protestant theological seminaries,’ he 
said. 


On the eve of Pentecost 1963, Father 
Ryland and his family were received into 
the Roman .Catholic Church. Mrs. 
Ryland had been baptized a Roman 
Catholic at birth. 


FATHER RYLAND then saw ‘‘no 
opportunity for ministry on the horizon. I 
knew there was no possibility of being a 
priest,’ he said. He then did graduate 
work at Marquette University and also 
worked for the Oklahoma City 
archdiocese before coming to the 
University of San Diego in 1969, where 
he still teaches in the religious studies 
department. 


He became the first permanent deacon 
of the Diocese of San Diego when Bishop 
Maher ordained him in October of 1970. 
‘IT was thankful to become a permanent 
deacon and assumed I would continue in 
that ministry the rest of my life,’’ he said,

‘‘Non-Catholics in the military,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘from lieutenants to general 
officers, feel that Catholics have no 
choice.”’ ; 


FOREMAN SAID later his comment 


was based on conversations with military” 


personnel in the Washington area. 


In response, Father Hehir, who has 
worked with the committee of bishops 
drafting the letter, said, the pastoral “‘is a 
teaching document, but it does not mean 
that every line is definitive dogma.”’ 


The pastoral, Father Hehir said, 
includes some teachings ‘‘on which none 
of us has any choice.’’ The teaching, for 
example, that the direct killing of civilians 
is not permitted, he said, is not new, is 
not optional and does bind everyone. 


OTHER ISSUES, he said, are raised 
in the pastoral as matters for debate. 


Father Hehir noted that Catholics in 
other professions also encounter conflicts 
between their moral views and the current 
practice in the profession. He cited the 
case of a Catholic doctor who _ is 
administrator of a secular hospital where 
abortions are performed. 


‘The letter,’’ he said, ‘‘makes a few © 


statements which bind in conscience 
totally. It makes a number of other 
prudential judgments on which there is 
bound to be discussion.”’ 


FATHER HEHIR $said that in 
revising the draft of the letter, the 
bishops’ committee is ‘‘trying to illustrate 
that the letter works at different levels of 
authority’? and that pastoral work after 
the letter is issued will have to make clear 
that there are levels of authority in it. 


Later, Father Hehir pointed out that 
the pastoral quotes a statement of the 
Second Vatican Council that those in the 
military should be regarded as servants of 
the common good. 


In his initial presentation, Father 
Hehir said the pastoral ‘‘is not a pacifist 
letter’? but that its basic premise is that 
nuclear weapons are qualitatively 
different from any weapons in past 
history. 

THE BISHOPS, he said, seek to 
‘“‘draw a line’ against the use of such 
weapons and against the arms race.

During the question-and-answer 
session, Father Hehir said that one of the 
principles bearing on the question of 
nuclear deterrence is that it is wrong to 
have a formed intention to do what is evil. 
It would be evil, he said, to have a formed 


intention, to use nuclear weapons against ‘ 


civilian targets. 


But he noted, too, that there is a 
distinction between a threat and an 
intention. He said the pastoral letter has 
not made judgments about such things as 
the deployment from bases to operational 
areas of submarines fully armed with 
nuclear missiles. * 


NOVAK, IN his presentation, said the 
bishops could have avoided questions 
the authoritativeness of the 
teaching by using another format to 
discuss the issues, such as a statement 
issued by a committee of Catholics 


_ including bishops. 


He criticized the pastoral for ‘ 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
almost as moral equals.”’ 


At many places in the text, he said, the 
bishops have ‘‘moved ahead of the 
Vatican.’’ In contrast to Pope John Paul 
II’s description of nuclear deterrence as 
acceptable under present conditions, he 
said, the bishops describe it as 
“*tolerable’’ under strict conditions. 


NOVAK SAID tthe discussion of 
nuclear deterrence should not be carried 
on in general terms, but in terms of 
deterring another power, the Soviet 
Union, which is ‘‘awesomely armed.”’ 


If the United States does not deter the 
Soviet Union, he said, the whole world 
will lose hope. 


The point of deterrence, Novak said, is 
avoiding the use of nuclear weapons and 
allowing time for winning the war of ideas 
with the Soviet Union, which he 
described as ‘‘a system ‘based on lies and 
terror.”’ 


NOVAK SAID Christianity takes the 
position that improving the conditions of 
this world and. preserving institutions of 
liberty are important.

DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — Vocations 
to the diocesan priesthood and 
congregations of nuns in Ireland both 
increased by six percent last year.

“I CAN see how God _ allowed

babies. The workers serve as lay 
eucharistic ministers if needed. 


THE PASTORAL care staff usually 
prays together each morning before 
splitting up for their work. Prayer and 
sharing time helps‘to ‘‘resolve conflicts’’ 
among the staff. If conflicts seem really 
troublesome, they can threaten to drop 
each other off the 11th floor, Sister Peter 
Damian quipped, but said that’s rare 
because ‘‘we’re almost perfect.’’ 


The peaceful attitude of the pastoral 
care team members is evidence that 
working with the sick, injured and dying 
does not: have to be depressing. Each 


member spoke of different benefits of the 
work, including a greater respect for life, 
the enjoyment of witnessing people relate 
to God, discovering one’s own 
vulnerability, recognizing that people are 
often - preoccupied with trivialities, 
appreciation of health and recognizing 
deep faith in people of all creeds. 


Most patients benefit from their stay 
too. ‘‘When they leave here they have a 
different impression of God and what life 
is,’’? Sister M. Imelda said. 

‘“‘WHEN I came into this, I thought 
people would be afraid to die, but most 
have deep faith. They realize this isn’t the 
end of things,’’ Sister Mary Ruth said.

Japanese ambassador becomes Catholic 


VATICAN CITY (NC) —_ The 
Japanese ambassador to the Holy See has 
converted to Catholicism from 
Buddhism, Vatican Radio reported Feb. 
8. 


Australian Cardinal James R. Knox, 
president of the Pontifical Council for the 
Family, baptized Masami Ota, the 
62-year-old ambassador, at the Roman 
Church of Santa Maria in Vallicella Feb. 
5, the report said. 


THE BAPTISM took place on the 
feast day of 27 Japanese martyrs who 


were crucified in Nagasaki, Japan, on 
Feb.°o1D97: 


In an interview with the Rome daily 
newspaper, Il Messaggero, Ota said the 
process of his conversion dates back to 
1958, when he was serving in New Delhi, 
India, at the Japanese embassy there and 


then-Archbishop Knox was apostolic 
nuncio to India. 


After the birth of his second son, Mrs. 
Ota, who had converted to Catholicism 
during World War II, had both of the 
children baptized by Archbishop Knox. 


‘**KNOX TRIED to convince me to 
convert and he continued to do so for 25 
years,’’ the ambassador said. ‘‘When in 
Rome I found him a cardinal, and 
because he is a venerable man whom I 
admire very much, I could not resist.”’ 


Ota has been Japan’s ambassador to 
the Holy See since January 1981. 


On the day after his baptism Ota 
attended a concelebrated Mass at a 
church dedicated to the Japanese martyrs 
in Civitavecchia, a town north.of Rome, 
Vatican Radio said.

A bus driver found her in the 
parking lot behind UNDER 21.

My kids-all knew her—but nobody knew her real name. 
They remembered she used to have a baby. ihe word 
spread through UNDER 21 like wildfire. The kids sat in 
stunned silence or talked quietly. The older kids didn't 
bother getting angry or belligerent—casual, unexplained, 
anonymous death is a fact of street life. 


That afternoon, Sister Alicia, our Director of Residential 
Services, called our kids together in the main lounge. 
“Look,” she said, “this is adangerous and violent area. Out 
there. we can’t protect you. In here, we can. You're safe in 
here. Look,” she said, “we care about you. Don't hang out 
in the streets. Times Square is a sick place with sick people 
who will do this to kids.” 


Our counselors, heavily involved, trying to reach as 
many kids as possible, reported that the shock and fear 
were profound. Our kids are afraid of dying—they feel ex- 
posed, vulnerable, used. A curious uneasy undercurrent of 
the discussion swirled to the surface repeatedly. 


“We don’t know her name...| can't use my name...nobody 
knows who | am...we can't tell anybody who we are...a 
hundred people know my first name and it isn’t really 
me...Bruce, | ain't anybody somebody knows.” 


All during that day we tried to calm and reassure our

Cheryl ran away from warm, caring 
parents, from a small town, from safety and security anda 
future, to the Big Apple, to Fun City, to the Great White 
Way. to 42nd Street and the pushers and pimps and pan- 
derers and johns who buy little girls.

She ran away again and came back to New York—a tiny 
little moth—and flew directly into the flame. If she were 
trying to get to UNDER 21 she never made it. She was only 
blocks away when she was killed.

The police described her as simple, not sophisticated.

paramilitary groups supporting the 
military’s struggle against the guerrillas. 
The San Salvador Archdiocese has been 
active in documenting killings of 
noncombatants and other violations of 
human rights. 


IN GUATEMALA the bishops issued 
a statement last June saying rural Indians 
were facing genocide under the 
government of Gen. Efrain Rios Montt 
and that Church personnel were being 
persecuted because of their social action 
work. 


In Honduras Church agencies have 
been active in providing aid to 
Salvadoran refugees and Church officials 
have gathered evidence of massacres by 
Salvadoran soldiers of refugees trying to 
cross the border into Honduras. 


In Nicaragua many of the people killed 
by guerrillas in the border raids have been 
local officials who are also Catholic 

-laymen active in local Church activities. 
Many priests, Religious and lay people 


support the Sandinista government which 
has been in power since July 1979 when 
the Sandinsta-led revolution overthrew 
the regime of Gen. Anastasio Somoza. 


THE BISHOPS, who supported the 
overthrow of Somoza, have become, 
however, increasingly critical of the 
government, saying they fear the 
Sandinistas are moving toward a 
totalitarian regime. The Sandinista 
movement is a coalition of socialists, 
Christian Democrats and Marxists. 


Criticisms by the bishops have caused 
Church-state tensions. A key issue in 
these tensions is the presence of four 
priests in high government posts despite 
Pope John Paul’s frequent statements 
that priests should not be involved in 
partisan politics. 

In 1982 the pope addressed separate 
letters to the bishops of Nicaragua and El 
Salvador in which he discussed several of 
the controversial issues. 


HE SUPPORTED the Salvadoran

25 of those acres, virtually adjacent to St. 
Jude Academy, that American Journey 
Corporation has obtained an exclusive 
six-month negotiating agreement from 
the city through the Southeast Economic 
Development Corporation. 


It is the proximity of the site to the 
parish school that aroused Father Sims. 
“Tt’s a good seven-iron from the school 
yard,”’ said the priest, ‘“‘one short block 
from the bottom of our hill. My major 
concern is that the truck stop will lower 
the quality of education at our academy 
because of the noise factor and the fumes 
from up to 18 lanes pumping:diesel fuel.”’ 


Father Sims believes St. Jude Academy 
is crucial to the upward mobility of 
Southeast San Diego residents. ‘“The 
school has been here since 1947 and I 
doubt 10 of its graduates under 25 are still 
here. I think it is important that we be 
continued to be allowed to do our job.”’ 


THE PLAN’S backers have promised 
that the proposed ‘truck stop will add 500 
badly needed jobs to the community, 
Father Sims told the crowd, and he 
acknowledged the importance of those 
jobs in an area with an unemployment 
rate considerably higher than the state 
average. 


Nevertheless he stressed the need to 
balance those jobs against the importance 
of St. Jude Academy to the neighborhood 
and the overall quality of life in the 
community. He is asking that all 
environmental factors be taken into 
consideration before a final decision is 
made on the proposal. 


‘For the past 15 years it has been my 
privilege to be a part of this parish and 
what it does,’’ John Doyle, St. Jude 
Academy principal, told the crowd. “‘I 
work with a group of people who work 
together and appreciate what a 
community is. All you ever hear about

negative, negative, and that bothers me. 
The word that hasn’t gotten out is that 
this 7s a community.’”’ 


DOYLE CALLED the proposed truck 
stop ‘‘the beginning of the end...the foot 
in the door to end our community, and 
we won’t let that happen.”’ 


‘‘We are going to defend this 
neighborhood,’’ said Jose Pacheco to the 
people in the crowded church hall. ‘“They 
say they’re (the truckers) not going to 
drive in our streets. I don’t believe 
it...nobody is going to convince me that 
1,000 trucks every 24 hours doesn’t make 
any noise...chemicals (and other 
dangerous cargoes) are an added danger 
to the school and our neighborhood. 
We’ve got to stop this nonsense.”’ 


In making a plea for his parish school, 
its 300-plus students, and its importance 
to Southeast San Diego, Father Sims told 
the audience: ‘‘St. Jude Academy has 
done its job in service to the Church and 
the Lord. We’ve fulfilled the commitment 
made by Father (Joseph C.) DiCristina in 
1947 when he founded this school.’’ 


REESE JARRETT, executive vice 
president of SEDC, said the 
redevelopment agency was aware of the 
objections raised to the project and said 
that an environmental impact study made 
over the next 180 days would determine if 
the truck stop would have an adverse 
impact on the community. 


“Tf an adverse impact cannot be 
mitigated, then the project would not be 
developed,’’ he said, but the 
énvironmental negatives claimed by the 
truck stop’s opponents would have to be 
clearly demonstrated. 


“‘T don’t see the same impact on St. 
Jude’s as Father Sims perceives,’’ he told 
Southern Cross. ‘‘I think St. Jude’s is the 
least affected. They’re at the eastern 
end...the farthest away from trucking 
activity,’? which, he said, would be 
restricted to the areas closest to I-5. 


APPROVAL OF the project, 
Jarrett, 


said 
can come only from the City 
Council, and will have to await the 
environmental study. Terry Barlin of 
American Journey said much of the 
opposition is ‘‘based on a tremendous 
amount of misinformation. No one wants 
to hear the facts, and everyone has 
already made up their minds.”’ 


Ms. Barlin acknowledged the 
‘*emotional’’ impact of the issue, and said 
that community leaders ‘‘just don’t want 
to listen to the facts. I’ve tried to 
communicate, but no one lets me.”’

bishops’ call for an end to hostilities and a 
negotiated solution. The pope’s letter 
condemned guerrilla and military 
violence, saying neither can be justified 
according to Christian principles. 


The calls by the bishops and the pope 
have yet to lead to negotiations, although 
they were favorably received by guerrilla 
representatives. The U.S.-backed 
government has offered an amnesty for 
guerrillas who lay down their arms but 
has rejected the idea of direct negotiations 
to end the fighting. 


The letter to the Nicaraguan bishops 
reaffirmed the pope’s displeasure with 
priests in government and criticized 
‘‘popular churches’’ which reject 
hierarchical authority. The criticism of 
“popular churches’’ was an allusion to 
the existence of pro-Sandinsta Christian 
groups which have been critical of the 
bishops’ political stands and which, in 
several cases, have refused to accept 
transfers of parish priests ordered by the 
bishops. 

CURRENTLY THE priests in the 
Nicaraguan government have been 
allowed to retain their posts by the 
bishops under an arrangement by which 
they do not exercise their priestly ministry 
while holding office. 


The pope’s actions and speeches could 
also have a bearing on U.S. foreign policy 
since the Reagan administration has 
taken strong stands in favor of the 
Salvadoran and Guatemalan 
governments and in opposition to the 
Nicaraguan government. U.S. officials 
have criticized Nicaragua, saying it is 
aiding Salvadoran guerrillas by slipping 
them Soviet-bloc arms as part of a plan to 
establish communist governments in the 
region. 

The Reagan administration also has 
announced the resumption of military 
sales to Guatemala, saying the human 
rights situation has improved since Rios 
Montt came to power after a coup in 
March 1982. The Reagan move was 
strongly criticized by many human rights 
and Church groups in the United States, 
which said their evidence indicates that 
the human rights situation has worsened 
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under Rios Montt. U.S. military aid to 
Guatemala had been suspended in 1977 
because of the human rights record of the 
military government then in power. 


POPE JOHN PAUL already has 
criticized outside interference as a key 
problem in solving Central American 
problems, but has not specifically 
addressed himself to U.S. or Soviet policy 
in the area. 


The pope also faces a delicate political 
issue in that his trip includes Guatemala 
and Belize. Guatemala has historically 
considered Belize, a former British 
colony, as part of its land and official 
Guatemalan maps include Belize as 
national territory. The pope may have to 
be careful in how he words references to 
Belize to avoid antagonizing Guatemalan 
feelings. However, Rios Montt made the 
pope’s job a little easier by modifying 
Guatemala’s claim. The new government 
position is that only the southern portion 
of Belize belongs to Guatemala. 


Another issue facing the pope is that 
although Roman Catholicism is the 
dominant religion in the area, other 
religious movements are making major 
inroads. 


IN GUATEMALA many people are 
converting to fundamentalist Protestant 
movements as the result of heavy 
missionary activity by U.S.-based 
groups. One of the converts is Rios 
Montt, who describes himself as a ‘‘born- 
again Christian.”’ 


In Haiti Roman Catholicism is the 
official religion but voodoo, based on a 
mixture of Christianity and African 
animist worship, is practiced by at least 
50 percent of the population.

Dijo que an recuento hecho por la Iglesia revel que el fuego 
de los rebeldes maté a veintisiete soldados y cuatro civiles en la 
batalla por Berlin y en otras partes del pais, durante la semana 
que finalizé el 3 de febrero. 


‘‘Pero, sobre todo, lamentamos la muerte de 258 personas, 
aun no esclarecida, ocurrida durante las operacines militares. 
Muchas de ellas fueron causadas por bombardeos_in- 
discriminados en zonas ocupadas,”’ afiadid el obispo. 


Durante su homilia, el obispo también tuvo palabras duras 
para referirse a los rebeldes, poniendo en tela de juicio hasta qué 
punto los objetivos politicos y militares de los guerrilleros 
justifican ‘‘el sufrimiento de miles de personas’ en Berlin.

El anuncio hecho por el pontifice de su 
decimoséptimo viaje al exterior desde su 
elevacidn al papado, fue la primera con- 
firmacién oficial vaticana de las fechas y 
escalas del viaje cuya planificacidn 
demoré varios meses.

Compared to a similar 12-week program 
conducted in the spring of last year, CBT 
said there was a 15.3 percent decrease in 
sex, a 20 percent decrease in violence, 
and a 32.7 percent drop in profanity 
during prime-time viewing hours. 


CBT AND its supporters have engaged 
in a letter-writing campaign to board 
chairmen of sponsoring companies, as 
well as a boycott of their goods.

TV: What price success?

Every Ninety Seconds, a_ half-hour 
drama produced by Paulist Father 
Ellwood Kieser’s Insight productions and 
financed in part by a grant from the 
Catholic Communication Campaign, will 
be aired at various times throughout the 
country from mid-February to the end of 
March. 


Every Ninety Seconds, written by Jim 
McGinn and directed by Mike Rhodes, 
focuses upon the price tag carried by 
success, the context being the frenetic 
world of television news. 


THANKS TO the efforts of its young 
and energetic, no-holds-barred news 
director, Stan (Greg Mullavey), a local 
station finally achieves the number-one 
rating in its area. Amid the general 
rejoicing and mutual congratulations, 
however, the program director, Ned 
(Conrad Janis) sounds a discordant note. 
He tells Jim (William Wintersole), the 
station manager, that he wants no part of 
success gained at the cost of ruined lives. 


Jim understands all too well what Ned 
has in mind. He means the kind of 
sensationalism and ruthless exploitation 
that characterize Stan’s Lrand of 
reporting. A decent man, Jim has 
misgivings of his own about Stan and his 
methods, but he is under pressure from 
higher-ups to produce. 


Later, Stan deliberately increases that 


pressure by going to Jim and letting him 
know that the manager of a rival station is 
after him to become program director. 
Protesting that he loves working for Jim, 
however, he offers him an option that 
would solve the problem to almost 
everybody’s satisfaction: all Jim has to do 
is give him ‘‘Mr. Yesterday’s’’ job as 
program director and Stan would put 
aside all thought of moving on. 


THOUGH HE hates himself for it, 
Jim is tempted to give in, but, while he is 
still struggling, Stan’s news team 
persuades a woman who has just been 
raped and obviously in shock to pour out 
her story on camera. 


Every Ninety Seconds achieves its goal 
quite well. It treats a serious issue in an 
entertaining, solidly dramatic fashion, 
benefitting immensely from its good 
acting. : 


Janis gives an integrity and dimension 
to a character that in other hands might 
be, if not too good to be true, at least too 
good to be interesting. Mullavey and 
Wintersole, who get more to do in 
dramatic terms, make the most of it. 
Mullavey radiates charm as a hustler who 
must have first conned his conscience 
before starting a career of conning others, 
and Wintersole is perfect in embodying 
decency under stress, reminding us once 
again why, of all the characters in the 
Passion, Pontius Pilate is the one most 
often imitated.

CBT defines violence ‘‘as an attempt to 
do bodily harm to a person or bodily 
harm actually done;’’ a sex incident is 
defined as ‘‘a scene of suggested sexual 
intercourse, a sexually suggestive 
comment, or a skin scene (undue and 
unnecessary emphasis on the human 


anatomy); profanity includes a number of 
words used by the networks and not by 
Southern Cross, except for God, Christ 
and Jesus, which Southern Cross does not, 
obviously, use in the same way as prime- 
time television. 


Ratings for ‘‘constructive’’ 
programming were based on the 
program’s “‘constructive contribution to 
society,’’ said CBT.
